His Ijast Srigbr, 


When Dr. Carlos P. MacDosald 


and Prison Physician Gorin visited the 
cell during the evening they found the 
prisoner suffering from extreme nerv- 
ousness that manifested itself in di- 
lated eyes and free-flowing perspira- 
tion. When they finished the exam- 
ination the prisoner turned sullenly 
from them and retired into the corner 
of his cell, refusing to talk. 
They 


Save him no treatment, and were of 
the opinion that, while he was very 
nervous, he did not show signs of ab- 
solute collapse. Czoigosz had just 
concluded a lengthy interview with 
Fathers Fudzinski and Hickey. The 
approach of death seemed to awaken 
no greater consciousness ot his posi- 
tion. He again turaed his back upon 
the priests who came to urge him to 
confess and repent, and was undemon- 
strative in the presence of those of 
his kin. who came to say a last fare- 
well to him. 


When alone with his guards he re- 


mained siiout, and passed the time 
either lying on his bunt sr in slowly 
pacing up and down the cell. 
He 


talked, when addressed, to those ad- 
mitted near his cell, but with his old 
deliberation ant! slowness. If he- knew 
strong emotion at any time he wa^ 
successful in concealing it from ihuse 
who watched over .ilm. 


The prison guards combatted the 


suggestion that his stolidity was a 
daze of fear and that the hour of exe- 
cution would find him helplesly bro- 
ken down. The prisoner suffered no 
loss ot appetite and ate the usual al- 
lowance of food given to prisoners. 
Throughout his entire confinement he 
has had a good appetite, and his phys- 
ical condition has been excellent. He 
weighed about 155 pounds, which was 
thought to represent & slight gain 
since his arrest.

Massachusetts Institute -of Twlmo.lojry 
has been making some interesting ex- 
periments which go to show' bow mus- 
cular exercise favorably affects other 
organs of the body than those which 
are immediately concerned.
